Those terms, Williams related, 
include the ability to keep first- 
run movies at the Volunteer and 
Capital when other area theatres 
might not be able to. 

“I've had Columbia Studios 
executives tell me that if a movie’s 
going to do business anywhere, it 
will be in Union City. Tennessee,” 
Williams said. 


Specific contract terms have to 
be negotiated for every movie 
shown. They include the 
percentage of box-office take 
given to the studios, the length of 
time the movie will be shown, and 
any options to keep the movie

how the movies you’ve seen are 
chosen? 

Gene Williams knows. The 
manager of the Volunteer Twin 
Cinema and Capitol Twin Cinema, 
both in Union City, has been 
picking and choosing Among the 
various movie studios for six years 
now, and has to handle the 
responsibility for “giving the 
people what they want.” 

“We work through Arendall 
Enterprises, a booking company 
in Memphis," Williams explained. 
“They serve as our go-between 
with the major studios. It works as 
a give-and-take situation: I tell 
them what I want to book here, 
and they tell me what they think 
might do well here." 


Arendall Enterprises is run by 
Charles Arendall, a former 
employee of Paramount who went 
into business for himself. He 
services approximately 80 


longer than planned. 

“We booked Raiders of the Lost 
Ark on its release date {May 25. 
1981-Ed.) and the terms were 
considerably higher than if we’d 
tried to book it on what we call a 
'sub-run' basis," Williams said. 


‘Sub-run’ theatres are those that 
acquire films after they've been 
shown in first-run houses. 


“Usually, on a big movie the 
terms will start out with, say, 80 
percent of the box office going 
back to the studio for the first of 
the week,” he continues. “The 
second week, that would probably 
drop to 70 percent, then 60 percent 
for the third week." 


New releases, he explained, 
usually come out in June and 
December to cash in on the 
Christmas and summer holidays. 

“Of course, you have to sign up 
for a minimum number of weeks. 


the film from the 250-seat Vol 
Twin to the smaller, 150-seat 
Capitol Twin downtown. This 
allows another first-run movie to 
move into the larger theatre. 


Everyone is familiar with the 
term “Held Over," and Williams 
explained that when a movie is 
kept longer than planned, it’s the 
theatre that usually reaps the 
benefits. 


“We’ve got Mischief here right 
now," he said, “which we had 
originally booked for two weeks. 
We have an option to keep it longer 
if we want, but the company 
doesn't have the option to tell us we 
can’t. It really helps us. If a movie 
does well on the weekend before 
it’s supposed to close out, then we 
usually exercise that option to 
keep it around.” 


The biggest success Williams 
has had. suprisingly enough, was

“It bothers me that people who 
drive, say, from Dresden might 
not be able to get in,” he said. “But 
when a show sells out night after 
night--like On Golden Pond did- 
and people drive a long way to see 
it, we’ll try our best to get them in, 
even if we have to put up folding 
chairs in the back.”

"Scarface was a disappoint¬ 
ment all over the country,” 
Williams said. “It was one of the 
most well-publicized movies I’ve 
ever seen, but it was pretty violent, 
and at Christmas that year people 
just didn’t want to see that We 
couldn’t dump if after the first 
week, though, because we had to 
fulfill our contracts.” 


In situations such as this, 
Williams’ policy has been to move

time.” 


Williams feels that comedy 
movies have the best cha^Kfor 
success in the fickle wdrgi of 
filmdom. 


“You can never go wrong with a 
good comedy picture,” he~*aid. 
“For example. The River (see 
review on Entertainment page — 
Ed.) was a very good film, but it 
didn't do good business because it 
was so serious. A film like ”10”, 
though, would entertain anybody. 
Pictures like that will always 
succeed, because an audience will 
always want comedy." 


Gene Williams reveals the secrets of comedy, 


success and On Golden Pond. 


Williams explained that when 
he books a film, he tries to stay 
with the six major Hollywood 
Studios- Twentieth Century-Fox, 
Paramount, Universal, Warner 
Brothers, United Artists and 
MGM. 

“The advantage is that the 
studios know we don’t venture out 
into independent productions, and 
occasionally give us a break on a 
new release. For example, in 
March the film Porky's Revenge 
will come out, and we’ve already 
got it booked. If we were a theatre 
that booked independents, they 
might not have let us have that on 
a first-run basis. 


Being a first-run theatre is a 
considerable status symbol in the 
South, where 800 theatres may 
compete for 200 prints of a movie. 


“If we were a sub-run, or even 
only had one screen, we’d have real

Williams revealed that, since 
becoming a theatre manager, he 
has turned from a casual buff into 
a big-time movie fan. 


“Since I’ve been doing this, I’ve 
started to be able to understand 
what film reviewers are talking 
about when they talk about ‘good 
direction’ or ‘good cinematogra¬ 
phy,” he said. “I’ve gotten so that I 
can tell a good actor from a bad 
one now.” 


The movie he called the “best- 
directed movie I’ve ever seen” was 
Michael Cimino's The Deer 
Hunter. 


“That movie had an all-around 
quality that I don't see very often." 
Although his job keeps him from 
seeing the films he shows all the 
way through, he said that he sees 
most everything eventually, 


Williams said he wished good 
old-fashioned family entertain¬ 
ment would come back, but he is 
very pragmatic about the chances. 


“People don’t make movies 
rated ‘G’ anymore, because they're 
perceived as beingonly for kids. In 
fact, a lot of times filmmakers will 
insert things into a film that would 
have been rated ‘G’ to make it 
‘P.G." He pointed out the 
incidental nudity in Splash, a PG- 
rated Walt-Disney production. 


“I wish it would happen-more 
films like On Golden Pond," he 
concluded. “But I don’t think I’ll 
ever see it in my lifetime.”

Farmers’ nobility straddles fence in The River’

The dominant trend in the 
movies in 1984 was not special 
effects, or slasher-gasher horror- 
no. 1984 was undoubtedly the 
Year of the Farm Woman. No less 
than three major releases- 
Country, Places in the Hearts, 
and The River-featured strong 
farm women in central roles, and 
the stars of all three of these 
movies-Jessica Lange. Sally 
Field and Sissy Spacek-have been 
nominated for Oscars for Best 
Actress. 

Country never made it this far 
back into the area it was named 
after, but critical response seemed 
to indicate that it was too preachy, 
and wasted the acting talents of 
Sam Shephard in favor of Jessica 
Lange. Places in the Heart was a 
sort of metaphysical tear-jerker, 
with no clear direction. 


The River, though which 
played here recently, seems to 
have hit the right balanceof down- 
home drama and social 
commentary. This can be traced to 
veteran director Mark Rydell, as 
well as stars Mel Gibson and Sissy 
Spacek. all of whom seem to know 
exactly what they’re after. 

Gibson and Spacek play Tom 
and Mae Garvey, rural farmers in 
an unspecified location (the movie 
was filmed in East Tennessee) 
who live under the constant threat 
of flooding from a nearby river. 
They also have low crop prices, 
over-extended bank loans and 
battered equipement to deal with. 
To make ends meet, Tom takes a 
job as a strike-breaker in an iron 
mill, leaving Mae to work the farm 
alone, with their two pre-teen 
children. 

There’s also a definable villain- 
Scott Glenn as Joe Wade, an 


industrialist farmer who wants to 
buy out the Garveys and flood the 
valley they live in to irrigate his 
own crops. 

Now, before you start thinking 
that this is just another rehash of 
Rebecca of Sunnybrook Farm, 
(like Places in the Heart) give ita 
chance. First, the movie was 
photographed by one of the best 
cameramen to ever focus a lens, 
Vilmos Zsigmond. He gives the 
story a gritty reality and visual 
identity missing from the picture- 
postcard scenes of Places in the 
Heart, and even manages to make 
pretty-boy Mel Gibson look grimy. 
Director Rydell practically 
ignores sentiment-no eloquent 
speeches are made, and there's no 
permanent solution to the 
Garveys’ problems. 

And then there are Gibson and 
Spacek. Gibson, best known for his 
roles in The Road Warrior and 


The Year of Living Dangerous¬ 
ly. manages to lose all traces of his 
Australian accent and sound as 
much a Southerner as anyone 
you’d hear at Cadillac’s. His Tom 
Garvey is a proud family man, 
stubborn to a fault and absolutely 
unrelenting. When he and Joe 
Wade face off at the end, you 
realize that Tom Garvey will die 
before hell let anything happen to 
his farm. 

Spacek has been turning in 
wonderful performances almost 
since her breakthrough in Carrie. 
She makes Mae Garvey an earthy, 
even sexy woman who has chosen a 
traditional way of life instead of 
wealth and comfort, which the 
movie implies she could have had. 
She makes the pain of separation 
from her husband achingly real, 
and one sequence-with her arm 
hung under a tractor, she angers a 
bull into charging the machine 


and knocking her loose-is all the 
more riviting because she refuses 
to yell in pain. 

Not to be left out is Scott Glenn, 
who was Alan Shepherd in The 
Right Stuff and who here turns in 
a competent performance as the 
antagonist. He manages to make 
Wade even somehow likable, 
despite the fact that you want 
Gibson to kick his teeth out. Glenn 
has been playing peripheral and 
supporting roles too long, and 
deserves a starring veHicle of his 
own. 

As important as any of the stars 
are the real Wast Tennessee 
farmers, whose faces serve at the 
backdrop for the drama. It’s a 
little disconcerting at first to see 
handsome Mel Gibson among 
these craggy people (Spacek. 
though, fits right in), but due to his 
intensity he seems to blend right 
in by the filmls final moments. 


Some critics have criticized the 
vaguely Capra-esque ending, with 
Garvey’s neighbors helping him 
hold back the river and stand up to 
Wade, but these idiosynchratic- 
and very real-faces make it work. 
Any of these farmers could live 
down the road from you, giving 
the film a verisimilitude Places in 
the Heart lacked. 

The River is perhaps the best 
testament to old-fashioned values 
that's come along since Julie 
Andrews started making R-rated 
movies. It gives the farmer a 
certain nobility that may seem out 
of sync with the times, but in 
terms of dramatics, it works very 
well. The River, unlike other 
farm movies, straddles the fence 
quite well (snicker, snicker)~it 
works as social commentary, and 
as good drama. Rydell and 
Company are to be applauded.

The unit has five candidates for 
membership at the moment who 
go through a year of physical 
training as well as classes on 
tactics every Tuesday night, 
according to Coble. 

The field training exercises will 
begin immediately after the 
Strike Force units leave the 
helicopters and they will involve 
as much realism as possible, 
according to Coble. 

“The Strike Force units will 
enter behind enemy territory and 
go through their lines and gather 
information. After this they will 
return to their patrol bases for 


additional orders and carry those 
out," Coble explained. 

The exercises will be conducted 
through the night for about 36 
hours and all of the candidates as 
well as the Strike Force members 
will go through the exercises. 

“The candidates’ performance 
will be graded and they must pass 


at least one patrol during the 
weekend in order to complete 
their candidacy." stated Coble. 

The only thing to stop us from 
going by helicopter would be bad 
weather," said Coble. 

“We will go ahead with our 
exercises regardles of the 
weather," concluded Coble.
